GLORY AHEAD MEANS DUTY BOUND 


Discussions in Town Council, Monday night, 


\vould tend to place upon the shoulders of two am- 
bitious Warren businessmen, Emory M. Nelson and 
Ernest Ellberg, a rather heavy - mantle of re- 
sponsibility. 


While Council's only official action was to give 


its blessing to Nelson and Ellberg's plan to fill in 
the old Mill Race, in order to pave the way for 
them to obtain approval from the Water Resources 
Board of Pennsylvania, yet this action in itself 
brought Council into direct negotiations with the 
firm for a lease of the property for use as a parking 
lot and its probable or possible purchase at a future 
date. 


If information provided Council last night is a 


true indication of what has transpired, then it would 
seam that no very definite agreement exists between 
Council and the firm of Nelson and Ellberg. Devel- 
opment of their Mill Race property and its ultimate 
use by the Borough as a desperately needed parking 
area would seem to depend very largely upon the 
integrity, sincerity, dependability, and civic-minded- 
ness of Nelson and Ellberg, of -which qualities no 
one has been given any reason to doubt. 


One of the most formidable stumbling blocks in 


Council's path toward extension of permission to 
Nelson and Ellberg to develop the Mill Race prop- 
erty has been the costly extension of Borough storm 
sewers, which now empty into the Race, to a 
point where they will empty int6~~the Allegheny 
River. Nelson and Ellberg have promised to lessen 
this expense, and it was largely because of this that 
Council approved last night's resolution. Yet there 
is no signed agreement and Council finds itself in 
the position of let come what may. 


Emory Nelson and Ernest Ellberg find themselves 


today to be confronted with the responsibility of 
providing parking space for a town which is sorely in 
need of that facility if its business section is to 
thrive and flourish.

Then they bought machinery* Grew more 
potatoes, collected more money and dumped more 
potatoes. Then the public got mad, and they cut 
it out. 


"They said, 'Go jump in the lake,' and so the 


farmer quit growing them. Finally the price started 
up again and the farmers got interested again. 
But this time the government slapped on price con- 
trols to hold down the prices that it had before held 
up and so the farmer got uninterested again." 


Fortunately, we're right in step. We ate. so many 


spuds during the great glut that now, in the famine, 
our diet won't let us eat any anyway.

TTTASHINGTON— (NEA)— All the pressures, doubts and uncertainties 
" formerly heaped on President Harry Truman — ^"To run, or not to 
run?" — have now been transferred automatically to tha desk of Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson in Springfield, 111. 


The result is that the Illinois governor is today probably the most 


perplexed man in America. All his personal inclinations are against 
running for the presidency — this year. 


He has an unfinished job to do in Illinois. He likes it there. Getting 


into the presidential campaign will be dirty business. He would have. 
to defend the record of the Democratic administrations of, the past 
20 years. 


Four years from now, Governor Stevenson's riddle might be a lot 


easier to answer. His job in Illinois will be nearer completion. He 
will then be only 58 years old, still young enough to stand' the strain 
of four years in the White House. 


In 1956, Governor Stevenson will have the advantage of being able 


to organize earlier for a campaign. He will be better known, na- 
tionally, by reason of a four-year build-up. 


And Essuming that a Republican will be elected President in 1952, 


the Democratic candidate will have the advantage of being*. able to 
criticize, instead of having to defend.

club from his hand, which would 
still leave him with two losing 
clubs.

It would do him no harm to set 


up no diamonds at all in dummy. 
The club situation would remain 
unchanged by bad luck In dia- 
monds. 


It would 
make 
a difference, 


however, if he could somehow set 
up both of dummy's diamond pic- 
ture cards. 
In short he needed 


two further diamond tricks and 
it could cost him nothing to try for 
them. 


Since there was only one chance, 


South led his remaining diamond 
and played low from the dum- 
my. East had to play the ace, 
exactly as declarer had hoped, 
and now the game was in the bag 


East returned the king of club»; 
but South-won with the ace, en- 
tered dummy with a trump, and 
discarded two clubs on the queen 
and jack of diamonds. 
He could 


then cheerfully give up one club 
trick.

Nowhere on the cartridge, 


its bullet, or the gun that fires it is 
there a significant measurement 
of 222 thousandths of an inch.

it drives a bullet 224 inches in 
diameter through a barrel .2 IS 
inches across the lands, certainly 
has come to mean plenty to shoot- 
ers the country over 
I doubt 


that any cartridge has caught the 
rifleman's fancy so quickly Per- 
haps the figures should stand for 
"It's too, too, too good to be true " 


I fust met the little 222 before 


the public heard of it 
With the 


designer from the Remington plant 
who had nursed the idea along we 
tried the only two rifles then built 
for it hunting woodchucks in up- 
per New York State 


We popped the cloier chewers 


at 100 yards, at 200. even at 300, 
and the farmers whose fields -were 
being cut up by the chucks were

quite please us, so back* to the 
laboratory for a final revamping 
before it was turned over to shoot- 
ers as a varmint load whose 50- 
gram bullet sails along at 3200 
feet per second.
